He was in his 
84th year. 
John Burroughs was the venera- 


ble dean of nature-writer in 
the 


United States. Through a score of 
books he shared with countless read- 
ers his life-long intimacy with birds 
bees, flowers and the whole out-of- 
doors. His highly developed powers 
of observation and the charm of his 
interpretations were the marvel oi 
lis critics. 
His flowing white beard, his kind 


y mein, his whole habit of life, and 
lis literary style were rather rem 
niscent of that famous New Eng 
land school of essayists a genera 
ion or two before him.. His earl; 
writings on "Expression," was a 
one time widely mistaken' for th< 
work of Emerson, a close reader 
of whom Burroughs had been from 
youth. His later works on nature 
mggested something of Thoreau 
>ut as critics said, Burrcmghs was 
;he more sociable. writer.

CHICAGO—The root of the rafl- 


road difficulty is not in national 
agreements but in the inadequacies 
of management, declared W. Jett 
Lauck, consulting economist of the 
railroad labor organizations, in be- 
ginning presentation of exhibits be- 
fore the U. S. railroad labor board 
today. 


"If railroad 
management •was 


characterized by reasonable 
effici- 


ency and had available for its use a 
proper amount of capital or credit, 
labor costs would have shown a rad- 
ical decline under national agree- 
ments," he declared, "and savings. 
in operating expenses of at least 
one billion dollars • annually would 
be. made. By the series of exhibits 
which 1 will present we shall estab- 
lish these facts: 


• "The policy of establishing na- 


tional agreements or uniform rates 
of pay and working conditions is in. 
conformity with precedent in the 
transportation industry' and in ac- 
cordance with the best public policy. 


"2—In other leading industries of 


this country collective.bargaining on 
a national scale and national agree- 
ments as to working conditions have 
been found to be the best means of 
stabilizing conditions, promoting in- 
dustrial peace and accelerating pro- 
duction.

Awakening, Says Hay don 


Youth Should Accept Challenge of Life for a World in 


Which Full Development is the Goal, Urges 


Pastor in Easter Sermon 


A plea to youth to accept the 


challenge of life for a world in 
which the full development of hu- 
man life is the goal was made Sun- 
day 'by Dr. A. E. Haydon at the Uni- 
tarian church in his Easter address. 
Dr. Haydon gave a new insight into 
the meaning and significance of 
Easter. 


"Do yon realize tihat yon belong 
to a great surging tide of living cre- 
ative energy?" he asked. 
"This 


creative power is 
transforming, 
hammering, reshaping the outer 
world to its service. We so often 
think of ourselves as very import- 
ant individuals, not regarding the 
great world of energy that lies 
shout us. What I want to do is to 
interpret for you the thrill that you 
get iri the spring time in terms of 
the battling groping life tfeat has 
been figihting its way out into ex- 
pression. 
It is all a wonderful 


thrill, this reaction to spring time." 


The_ speaker showed' the attitude 


of primitive man and how he de- 
veloped his ceremonials having to 
do with life and death, winter and 
spring time, cold and warmth, and 
how we find traces of -Uhese cere- 
monials in all religions; in fact that 
we must go back to the old faiths 
to really understand the message of 
Etaster. He noted as instances the 
old 
Hebrew, Egyptian, Greek and 


early European concepts, then show- 
ed 
how Christianity joined with 


them all 
and was 
interpreted in 


terms of these faiths. 


"Now men have always thrilled 


with their great faith that their life 
's not to be mastered. People have 
Celt that by carrying out their cere- 
monials they are helping Nature in 
her unequal struggle. In most the 
God and. human join. God is im- 
planted in a real life; a god who 
lives and dies, but death can nut 


hold him. 
Here is the guarantee 


that the believer will have eternal 
life. Today the old forms are fad- 
ing away before the realities of life. 
Mian sees that he has come out of 
the earth, sees how hopeless is the 
old interpretation. yet knows how 
valuable it is to him, as a challenge 
against death. 


"But in this era 
humanity is 


breaking loose from "its old ideas. 
We do not need to keep the old 
dead gripping hand of worn out 
ceremonials upon us. Right beside 
us there are hearts just hungerinK 
to hear the kind word that we might 
speak. It is so easy for us to get 
our lives all tied up with custom. 
This wwrW is slhot through with .op- 
portunities for thrill and we have 
our lives so bound to the ordinary 
that we do not see them. 
"After all humanity is life. The 


people embody the meaning of life 
in the world. Mankind is a Grant 
iust beginning to awake gropingly 
feeling for the light. 
The great 


drive for life is embodied in you. 
All the heritage of the past is in 
you. You carry it and as the treas- 
ure bearer of all the forces of the 
past you are 
facing the 
future. 


You are now no longer afraid of the 
forces of nature. But there is the 
old fear in a new form the fear that 
has always hovered about life, the 
fear of inhumanity, the hearts made 
heavy by oppression. The challenge 
of life is to you who may feel die 
thrill of carrying in your hearts the 
burden of human needs. 


"You sigh and say, 'It is so slow 


in coming—t'his new kinprlom.' It 
J.oes seem strange thr.t for 1900 
years' Christianity has been in the 
;vorld and the world is just begin- 
ning to use the word brotfierhood. 
'.t may be that this now day will 
;ome more swiftly than you dare to 
Iream."

By the end of 80 
years from now, all of the present 
teachers, with the possible exception 
of one or two who live out a cen- 
tury will have passed away. The 
annuity payments to be made by the 
fund to its present members will 
amount all told to many millions of 
dollars. These payments will have 
all been made, and the slate wiped 
clean, by the end of the present cen.

came here aboard parlor cars and the special diners than they 
will to the less pretentious appeal made by the unrepresented 
masses of the state. 


No special trains roD into Madison carrying representatives 


of the common people of the state. 


This legislature demonstrates eloquently the duty that lies 


before progressives in the next campaign. There are men sit- 
ting in this legislature who are voting the parlor car way who 
come from counties that are overwhelmingly progressive. It 
is the duty of progressives in the next campaign to pay aa much 
attention to the legislature as was paid to the election of a state 
ticket. In too many districts in this state, affairs were allowed 
to go by defanlt and now the price is being paid. 


This legislature is killing all legislation that seeks to lay 


the burden of taxation on the ability to pay. At a time when 
the common people are bearing a burden such as they have never 
before carried this legislature is callous to their condition and 
continues to be tender in its solicitude for Big Business.

WATER POWER GRABBERS 


W 


ATEKPOWER lobbyists who worked during all the years 
of the Taft and Wilson administrations to kill the con- 


servation polky approved by Roosevelt, have now put their de- 
mands up to the Harding administration. 


A committee headed by Henry J. Pierce of Seattle and Hugh 


L. Cooper, engineering adviser of the power combine, came be- 
fore the Federal Power Commission and threatened a general 
strike of power investors and promoters against the rules 
adopted by the Board for granting power site permits under the 
power leasing law. 


They toM Secretaries Fall, Weeks and Wallace that they 


wanted aU control over the maintenance and operation and ac- 
counting of power projects to be turned over to the States, so 
that Federal control would be virtually confined to the granting 
of permits, and would not cover the enforcement of the condi- 
tions of operation laid down by the previous Board. 


This plan is in harmony with the general policy of the re- 


source-grabbing interests, io get rid of Federal control of Fed- 
eral properties in waierpowe , coal, oil, phosphates, timber, 
grazing lands, etc., and turn toe control over to State authori- 
ties who are more likely to faB under the spefl of corporate ar- 
guments.
